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MUSHROOM SPAWN, 


CAMPIGNON, FRENCH. Culture—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of green- 
houses or in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up thronghout the winter. The 
beds should be made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, 
and it requires about two months for them to begin bearing.
